The uniform of all police officials in Hungary is the same. The 
Chief of the national police has the rank of a general, and has 
his headquarters in the Ministry for the Interior. The police in 
the country is divided into districts, in other respects the 
organization is similar to the Rational Police Corps. The dis- 
■fci'ictcommander is as a rule an officer with the rank of a major. 
Then there are the local police-stations, the personnel of which 
varies according to the size of the village. No members of the 
A. V.H. are attached to those small stationoj they are, however, 
found in the district police statioraPolitical matters are 
therefore handled by the A. V.H. of the district police-stations. 
Further particulars fur^shed by source about unifor ms, divialqi, 
and communications tfo the police .
